HAT consummate old fraud Wm. M. Stewart, 
again showed himself in his true colors by 


voting for the Platt amendment to the Chinese ex- 
clusion bill.

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THE POST CHECK PLAN. 


C 


OXGRliSS will pay more attention than it oth- 
erwise might to the post check currency bill, 


since the bankers are considering a plan to enter 
the field with a form of money order that will be 
more convenient and cheaper than those now issued 
by the post offices and the express companies. The 
post check plan is very simple. It provides for the 
rethement of the one and two dollar bills and the 
issuance in their stead of notes which will pass cur- 
rent and can be safely transmitted through the 
mail. A one dollar post check may. pass from ha-nd 
to hand like a bill, and if the holder desires to trans- 
mit that amount to some one in another town or 
citv he fills out the blanks on its face. It then be- 
comes a check, payable to the person whose name 
appears on it, at the post office named. 
Xo ex- 


panse, except a two-cent postage stamp, tvhich the 
sender will attach and cancel with'his initials and 
the date of sending,_ will be incurred in its use. 
There will be no troublesome account to keep at 
the post office. 
Checks will be paid, and the for- 


warding of the cancelled check to the department 
at Washington will be sufficient accounting. Such 
a plan is fery much desired by merchants in the 
large cities who do a mail order business. 
They 


are obliged to accept postage stamps in payment, 
for the accommodation of their customers, and re- 
ceive these in amounts so much greater than they 
can use that they ore obliged to sell them at a dis- 
count. The check plan is endorsed by many men 
familiar with the postal affairs as well as by those 
who are interested in having a safe and simple way 
provided lor the transmission of money by mail.
